The American Ticket Brokers’ Convention. 

The railroad ticket-brokers of the United 
States and the Canadas met at Cincinnati last 
Monday and held a three days’ convention, 
adjourning Wednesday evening. So prominent 
have the ticket-brokers become in railroad af- 
fairs that their movements have 
become a matter of public 
interest andimportance.

a hearty vote of thanks vas returned 
yesterday. On Tuesday a permanent organiza- 
tion was effected by the election of Il. C. Mead- 
er, of Loutsville, president; J. G. Webb, of St. 
Louis, first vice-president; S. T. Fisk, of To- 
ledo, second vice-president; U. W. Dorsey, of 
Baltimore, third vice-president; John H. Gar- 
rison, of Cincinnati, secretary and general 
manager, aud N. R. Warwick, of, Cincinnati, 
treasurer. An executive committee of five 
members was also elected, of which Mr. Geo. 
M. McKenzie, of St. Louis, was made chair- 
man. A constitution and by-laws were drawn 
up and adopted. There is to be a meeting of the 
associution every year, the next one opening 
at Detroit the first Wednesday in Angust, 
1880. The members of the _  associa- 
tion are to be assessed so much each 
year forthe payment of general expenses, and 
for the purpose ot equalizing these assess- 
ments the cities of the country are divided into 
fonr classes: 
A, h, CAND b. 

Those doing business in cities of the first 
class pay $60 a year each; those doing busines; 
in cities of the fourth class pay only $10 a year 
each. 

On yesterday some important resolutions 
were passed, one ot which was an expression 
of thanks to those railroad companies who ex- 
tend aid and sympathy to the ticket brokers 
und assist them in thel: business. It is appro- 
priate to remark that there are now only two 
orthree of the leading roads that do not do 
this. Another resolution was denunciatory o. 
those roads that have procured nnjust legisla- 
tion against the business of ticket brokerage. 
Ihe convention was lrarmonious throughout, 
und ail the members expressed themselves 
us highly pleased. Mr. George M. McKenzie, 
of Muiford & Mckenzie, St. Louis, was 
unanimously chosen to deliver an oration to 
the association next year. Mr. Mekenzie's 
tmends will be glad to knowthat he is an ora- 
tor as well as a very successful ticket broker. 


The Chicago and Alton Railroad and St. 
Louis. 

There has always been a feeling here among 
some people thatthe Chicagoand Alton Rail- 
to St. Louis interests and 
The facts in the case cer- 

to show any such 
thing. The Chicago and Alton Railroad 
Company has spent as much money to ad- 
vance St. Louis trade as it has to advance Chi- 
cagotrade. By energy and enterprise a line 
has been pushed througii the State to Kansas 
City, and what is the result? It is that hun- 
dreds of cars of freight are coming toSt. Louis 
to-day that have heretotore been going else- 
where. More than this. When 
the Chicago and Alton finished 
its line to Kansas City, it put the rate of freight 
from hereto Kansas City down to eight cents 
per hundred first class fieight, whereas it had 
before been jsixty-five cents a hundred. The 
eigbt cent rate has been advanced totwenty- 
five cents, which allthe lines from hereto 
Kansas City are now charging. This is a sav- 
ing ot forty cents a hundred on first class 
freight to St. Louis merchants. Who 
can say this is not a benefit and a real service 
to St. Louis? Honor to whom honor is due, 
is a gooe old adage.

The Cut East. 

The Indianapolis and St. Louis is still selling 
tickets to New York for $19. It is said now 
that Mr. Cobb, the general passenger agent 
of this line, made the reduction on New York 
tickets to beat the ticket brokers, who, hebe 
lieved, bad purchased heavily of the K. C. and 
N. at Kansas City. For 
ull these tickets they bought they had to pay 
$19 75 each, and they sold tnem here for $21, 
making a profitof $125. Mr. Cobb’s plan was 
to compel the ticket brokers to sell at a loss or 
throw their stock back on the K. C. and N. It is 
not known how many ofthese cut-rate tickets 
were bought by St. Louis brokers, but it is 
not probable they wiil suffer any 
great loss. Mr. GO K. Lord, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the K. C. and §N., 
is still in Kansas City watching things. He has 
given no intimation as to when he proposes 
to restore the old rates. The Chicago roads 
have not metthe cut yet, and tickets trom 


yeneral passenger agent

any further reduction in New York tickets, but 
inclinestothe opinion that the present cut 
will not last forty-eight hours. 


The Cairo Short Line and the Yellow Fever. 

When the vellow fever tirst broke out at 
Memphis, the Cairo Short Line had its business 
greatly demoralized. Cairo was scared, and 
did not wart passengers from the South to pass 
through the city, and all the little towns along 
the Cairo Short Line’s connectionsin Tennessee 
and Mississippi wanted to establish quarantine. 
Things have eased up a little since it is seen that 
the fever is going to be practically confined to 


Memphis. The little towns are not so rigid in 
their quarantine regulations, and a good deal 
of treight is moving. A number of Memphis 
merchants have come to St. Louis, and these 
are supplvins a large share of their customers 
through the Cairo Short Line. Mr. De Pew, the 
general manager, seems to think the worst has 
passed, and thatthe damage to bis road will 
not be as great as at first expected,

An Example to Imitate. 

Mr. Horace Tucker, general freight agent of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, has just issued 
the following circular to agents in Illinois and 
Iowa, giving instructions to govern shipments 
of freight to State, district and county tairs in 
1879: 

Freight for exhibition will be billed from 
Starting point on our line tothe station where 
it leaves our line, or where the tair is held, 
prepaid at regular tariff rates. Upon its return 
uuder the same ownership, and certified to by 
the secretary of the fair that it has been on ex- 
hibition, it will be returned to the point on our 
line where it originally started from tree. The 
limit to the State fair, to be held at Springfield, 
September 29th to October 4th inclusive, will 
be our line in Lilinois. 

The limit tor county fairs in Illinois and 
Iowa, if held ata station on this line, will be 
the county in which the fair is held and a 
county on each side. 

If a district tair, made up by agreement of 
several counties, and held ata station on this 
line, it will include the counties throngh which 
tnis line passes composing the district the fair 
is made up of and one county each side of such 
district. 

District or county fairs not held at stations 
on this line will be limited to such districts or 
county, und will not be allowed the county on 
each side. 

This mukes the freight exhibited at State, 
district, or county fairs in IIlinois or Iowa. 
not sold or ownership changed, tree one way 
over this line only.

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Prof. Long Still Questioning the 
Colored Applicants. 


Views of a Negro Teacher on the 
Situation, 


The examination of epplicants for positions 
inthe colored schools continues at the High 
Schoolintbe Polytechnic Building. A few of 
the examinees have already dropped out, and 
a number more will leave the ranks to-day. 

Despite the rudimentary nature of nearly all 
the queries propounded, a large portion of 
them remain unanswered, and the time con- 
sumed over the question slips is evidence sum 
cient of the incapacity of the applicants. 

Considerable doubt is expressed in school 
circles as to the advisabliity of putting the col 
ored schools into the hands of the colored 
teachers. Some of these negroes make excel 
lent teachers; their education, as tar as it 
goes, is thorough, and they manitest con- 
siderable ability in imparting instruc- 
tion; but other teachers go into the 
colored high schools, and the lower grades are 
lettinthe hands of persons who combine 
great deal of ignorance with agreat deal of 
stupidity. This charge is made by gentlemen 
who have been connected with the St. Louis 
public schools tor some time, and 
who have studied the question of colored in- 
struction caretully. 

The morning examination, to-day, was in al- 
gebra, whichis not a required study, and 
which is simply added tothe examining list to 
indicate the degree of proficiency of those who 
may wish for a higher place than inthe gram- 
mar schools. 

Ihe questions, like those of yesterday, were 
extremely radimentary ,and couid be answered 
by many persons utterly unable to teach alge- 
brik. The list only embraces the literal arith- 
metic und simple equations of one and two un- 
knowA quantities, stopping short of quadrat- 
ics. Definitions are asked of 
two or three terms, and one or two equations 
are given. Mr. Long, who is in charge of the 
examination, seems to think that a number 
of the people present will pass, but he does 
not see how they are all to fill positions 
if they do. The reporter met one 

HENRY ATKINSON, 
a nicely dressed mulatto, who had been pres- 
entat the examination yesterday, but who 
did not take part in it, and asked him what he 
thought about white and colored teachers for 
colored schools. 

"Of course,’’ he said, if the 
white teachers, especially the ladies, would 
work with children of our race as they do with 
their oon, I know wecouldn’tdo better than 
have white teachers—but they won’t. In the 
first place, the colored schools seldom or never 
get teachers who can find 
work anywhere else, and they do 
not like their business. Thereis no sympathy 
between instructor and instructed, and the 
natural jealousy of the races keeps them 
upart.’’ 

So that you think it is better to put the col- 
ored schools in the hands of the colored peo- 
pie?’ * N 

„ know itis. Some noble women, from the 
North, devoted themselves to teaching the 
negroes, immediately after the war, but it was 
social death to them, and it really did not help 
us much.“ : 

Are you a teacher?“ 

‘‘] have taught in Mississippi and Arkansas, 
and I think 1 will getu school in IIlinois this

What do you think about the objection 
urged egainst the colored teachers, that they

The Sfreet-Car Drivers and Conductors 
Propose to Stop Work. 


They Will Demand a Reduction of the 
Number of Working Hours. 


Three Hundred Moulders Join the Coopers 
and Cigar-Makers. 


Is There a General Strike Im- 
minent? 


T@e strike of various Glasses of workingmen 


in the city beginsto assume a grave aspect. 


The movement was started by the coopers, who 
are still holding out, and who have been great- 
ly encouraged and assisted from outside 
sources. The cigarmakers followed a few days 
ago, and now appearto be as resolute as the 
coopers. Yesterday afternoon the moulders 
at several of the iron foundries made a demand 
for higher wages, and, being refused, have 
ceased work. The latest news is that the con- 
ductors and drivers on the street railroads 
will unite in ageneral strike. There are anout 
200 of the striking coopers, 150 cigar makers, 
and 300 moulders, making between 600 and 
700 in all. If the street railroad men 
join these, the total number will 


be swelled to over 1,000. It really begins to 
look as though a general strike was imminent. 


The Street-Car Conductors and Drivers. 
There is reliable authority torthe statement 
thata strike is abouttotake place, and may 
be expected any moment,among the conduct- 
ors and drivers of the street railroads. The 
demand is not for higher wages, but 
for shorter working hours. The 


street car men claim thatif any class of labor- 
ing men in the community are deserving of 
sympetby, they are, from the fact that they 
work from 12 to 19 hours a day. The cause of 
the immediate movement now among them is 
the aid that the coopers have received. It is 
claimed thatit help is so liberally extended 
to coopers it will also be given 
to the strect-caf men. There 
are twelve street-cur linesin the city, and the 
total number of conductors and drivers em- 
ployed is between 500 and 600. The drivers 
on all the lines get $1 50aday. On the Fifth 
Street Line the conductors receive $2 a day, 
but on allthe otherroads the conductors get 
only $175 per day. On 
road the driver, who acts as conductor 
receives 81 50 when first put on. 
does well, he soon gets $1 75

ing from London would cause less disturbance 
in that market. Moreover if the bank should, 
however, attempt to stop gold shipments to 
New York, it would be obliged to raise the rate 
for money in London above 4 per cent. 
and whether it could do this until 
several millions ot specie had been lost to 
that market is a question. Tue working 
ot the money market this autumn appears to 
be pretty well narrowed down to the question 
whether enough gold will be imported togeth- 
er with the products of our mines to move the 
crops. Itis evident that the New York banks 
have already all they can do carry th ir 
present loan; and that that they are not ina 
position, without calling in loans 
now outstanding to furnish the 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 accommodation 
that will be needed between now and October 
to satisty the ordinary autumn demand. If 
gold enough shall be imported to move the 
crops it will be plain sailing; if not, then loans 
that are now bolstering speculative projects 
must apparently be sacrificed. The small re- 
mainder of settlements to be made by the 
Treasury with the banks ought not to be a con- 
trolling factor in the problem.

To the Editor of me Post-Dispatch: 
The peeple read the Postr-DispatTcu for 
he reason that they recognize it as the only 
St. Louis paper printed in their interest. It 
prints the want column free, thereby benefit- 
ing a large class of people who otherwise 
would be often deprived of it. While the 
other papers in their turn have made great 
ado about cheap lands fer the people in Mis- 
souri they have omitted to state the most im- 
portant fact, viz., that in Southwest Missouri 
there are dver one hundred thousand acres 
of lands belonging to the Government and 
subjectto entry under the Homestead act, the 
only cost of which is the fee usual for 
surveying these lands, amounting for 160 acres 
to about $20. All that is reauired of the 
settler is a residence on the land for five years, 
at the expiration of which time he gets a clear 
title from the Government to it. Most of this 
land is within one hundred and fifty miles of 
St. Louis. There is a great deal as near asa 
hundred miles. In most of the counties south 
and west of St. Louis this land is to be found, 
and in most cases there is more or less timber 
on it, sufficient for buildings, fences, etc., so 
that the actual cost to reach, enter and put up 


— 


a house of logs on this land need not 
exceed seventy-five or one hundred 
dollars. Could a poor family obtain a home 


in another way as cheaply? And now is the 
time to embrace the oppertunity. There are 
thousands of needy poorin St. Louis to-day 
who could, with a trifling expense, get a 
home inthis simple manner. The soil is rich 
and bears bountiful crops. This thenis the 
way for our needy workingman and his fami- 
ly to step at once into eomfort and independ- 
eme, and many in St. Louis to-day will vet 
live to thank the PostT-DIspatcH for the 
suggestion of thisplan.

The last trip of the Fresh Air Mission for the 


season was made to-day on board the Chas. P.

The crowd to-day 
was much larger than on any previous occa- 
sion, there being fully thirty-six hundred peo- 
ple on board, most of whom were sick chi- 
dren. 

The gangway was guarded much more strict-

the charity. The most frequent trouble which 
the guard experienced was with crowds of two 
and three women taking care of astrong healthy 
young one.

Men 
stepped confidently up to the ticket taker with 
a heavy lunch basket on one arm and achild on 
the other. These,unless they gave mighty good 
reasons, were turned back. The effort was 
more strongly made to-day to winnow out all 
the imposters than bas been done previously. 

Mr. G. O. Carpenter was in charge of the 
boat, and Mr. Eliot was assisting him. Mrs.

A TALK WITH EX-GOV. WARMOTH. 
His Opinions of a Solid South in 1880—The 

Strength of General Grant—Bayard and 

Not Tilden Favored by the Southera Demo- 

crats—The Negro Exodus. 

{From the New York Tribune. ! 

LONG BRANCH, August 17. — Ex-Governor 
Henry C. Warmoth, of Louisiana, has been 
spending a few days here, and was found this 
morning at the West End. He was on the eve 
of departure tor Niagara Falls and Saratoga 
when he was asked his views on the political 
situation. Jam not in politics just now, 
was his reply: ‘*The last time that I took aay 
part was in the Constitutional Convention. Of 
course, I teel deeply interested in the progress 
ot affairs, however.’’ He was asked if he 
thought the South would continue to be 
solid, and replied that ne did not 
think the Republicans could count on 
a single electoral vote in 1880. He 
said he was surprised that the intelligent peo- 
ple of the South should be so blind to their 
own interests asto continue to cling to the 
Democratic party. What the South needs is em- 
igration and the development of her many and 
varied resources. The North will not agree 
to do much tor the Seuth so long as she main- 
tains her present political attitude, and bya 
united effort and policy of proscription and 
intimidation attempts to remain solid. 

Has tne emigration movement among the 
colored people taken much of a foothold in 
Louisiana?’’ he wasasked. It has, and the 
probability is that after the crops are gathered 
they will begin to leave in droves. 
About election time the Democrats will begin 
their policy of intimidation and bulldozing

BABER WAIVES. 


The Murderer of the Chandler Women

Fourth street, near Lombard 
atreet, put a bullet through her 
brain, and also shot her daugner, Louise, 


his mistress, fatally. 
Raber sat by theside of A. M. Merrick, his 
counsel, and manifested no anxiety or uneasi- 


ness as to what was transpiring about the 
room. He has not broken in spirit one 
whit since committing the horri 
ble double murder, and takes 


matters as coolly as if he was only answering 
for some petty violation. He noted the recent 
improvements which have been made in the 
Three C’s Court Room, and once, happening to 
catch the eye ot an acquaintancein attendance, 
smiled and nodded a recognition. Bi- 
ber looks As dirty and slovenly 
as ever and would make a fit subject for the 
sanitary commission to inspect witha view to- 
ward abatement on the grounds of a public 
nuisance. 

His counsel holds that he has in Baber the 
pretticst case of insanity on record, and it may 
be supposed that at leest 85,000 will have to be 
expended by the city to secure his conviction.

Some Private Tracks—The Great Race Courses 
cf the Country. 


From New York Letter to Cincinnati Gazette, | 

We are in the midst ot the racing season, and 
the victory of Falsetto at Saratoga occasioned 
a marked sensation in the sporting world. 
Whentothe general array of incidents con- 

* . 
nected with the race courses is added the fact 
that Bonner’s Edwin Forrest has made a mile 
in 2:11%, no wonder public attention is turned 
to equine matters. This leads one to remark 
how completely the races of former days are 
distanced by the recent exploits 
of speed. Flora Temple, for instance, 
was the best trotter of her day, 
and yet the best time she ever made was 
2:19%. Then came the wonderful Dexter, 
whose time was 2.1744. which feat astonished 
the sporting world. Goldsmith’s Maid, how- 
ever, ufterward reduced the figures to 2:14, 
which was thought the limit of possibitity until 
Rarus trotted the same distance in 2:13. 
Now, however, that Edwin Forrest's time is 
given us 2:11%, it seems as though nothing in 
the shape of horseflesh could excel such a fig- 
ure. There are those, however, who maintain 
thatthe time will come when 2:10 will be at- 
tained, but they hold that this will be the final 
degree of speed. 
THEIR APPEARANCE. 

Some of our readers may imagine that these 
wonderful animals must be of superior appear- 
ance. Such, however, is always not the case, 
and frequently there is nothing in their exteri- 
orto command admiration. Rarus is a jall 
bay with white hind feet, but who, when gaz- 
ing on such an animal, would imagine that he 
was capable of such speed? Edwin Forrest is u 
beautitul bay, a fraction over sixteen hands, 
and his head indicates unusual intelligence. 
He is wide between the jaws, high in 
the withers and immense through the 
chest. He has, indeed, for this reason, 
yeen cailed ‘‘a bison shaped animal. He 
possesses great strength and powerful quur- 
ters, with drooping hips. Every muscle ant 
every line suggest power and speed. His 
seven years old, and has the appearance ota 
massive thoroughbred, which is rarely the 
case. His pedigree includes Joe Downing on 
the male side and Leviathan onthe temale. 
He first sppeared on the race course at hala- 
mozoo two years ago, and has since then hada 
brilliant record in Kentucky,. Cleveland and 
Hartford. He has, indeed, never been beaten, 
except at Utiea, where afraud was practiced. 
Bonner boxrght fam through Charles Green, the 
well-known jockey of Babylon (Long Isian‘4), 
the price beiug $16,000, and he is the former’s 
latest accession of faney horse flesh. 

OTHER POINTS. 

Rarus and Dexter ere both of Hambletonian 
blood, and this statement may be made of one- 
third ot the fast traveling stock of the country. 
Edwin Forrest used to be a Missouri animal. 
Goldsmith’s Maid has won $300,000 for her 
owner, II. N. Smith, of this city, who bas an 
extensive stock farm in New Jersey. It is said 
that the farm, with the stock it contains, has 
cost more than a quarter million. Smith owns 


ninety horses, in addition to which there 
are sixty belongingto other persons. Stock 
farms are now becoming highly popular. 
Commodore John H. Starin, who will proba- 


bly be the next Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, has one of greatextent, and has de- 
voted an enormous sum to thisspeciaity. The 
increased tuste for fine horses, and the enor- 
mous prices paid, indicate the growth ot 
wealtb. Such prices as have of late been paid 
would hardly have been dreamed of twenty- 
five years ago, andthese men who now boast 
their costly animals were struggling for a 
foothold in the business ranks. 
TROTTING ASSOCIATIONS. 

There are two private tracks which are often 
mentioned, that of Commodore Starin at Ful- 
tonville, and Bonner's at Tarrytown. Trotting 
associations, however, have become so popu- 
lar that the number throughout the Union is 
not much less than 200. Allot these are un- 
der the authority ot the American Trotting 
Association, to which all matters of controver- 
sy are referred tor settlement. 
Most of these hold regular races, 
and the investment is, in some instances, high- 
ly remunerative. One of the most protitable is 
the Springfield (Mass.) association, on which a 
large sum has been invested. The Hartford 
Park cost $145,000, while that at Rochester 
reaches the handsome figure of $245,000. The 
Buffalo sporting men show marked enterprise 
and, atone meeting, 865,000 were paid out 


as premiums. Gov. Sprague, who is 
now so uniortunateiy prominent in a 


family scandal, took deep interest in sporting 
matters, and the Narragansett Park cost a half 
million. Americais not behind the rest ot the 
world in racing matters, and every watering 
— has its own race course. Belmont, 

Ariliard and Bonner are the principal horse 
tanciers in this city, the latter, however, rank- 
ing the others to aremarkable degree. Wim. 
Astor has also some tast animals, and for two 
seasons his name was prominent at our race 
courses, but of late, he has, 
in some degree at least retir- 
ed from such competition. Bennett 
has afew good horses, but never races, and 
Bonner has never allowed any of his horses to 
enter the lists. Ile tries their speed to satisty 
his own taste, but when a horse enters his pos- 
session it bids farewell to the race course. 
Bonner, however, takes deep interest in trials 
of speed,but ison principle opposed to betting, 
He thus gives the community a good example, 
since this practice is inseparable froin dis- 
honesty, and hence tends to general deworali- 
zation. 

BONNER’S STABLES. 


The fact that a man who came hither as a 


journeyman printer sheuld now own the 
finest stud of fast horses in America, is one 
of the surprising features of the day. Hence 


Bonner’s stables are an object ot curiosity to 
those who are interested in what Shak- 


speare calls noble horsemanship. All of this 
class will admit that the finest collection of 
road horses now on record isto be found in 
the Fifty-fifth street establishment, to which, 
however, are to be added those kept at the 
West Chester County farm. Bonner’s horses 
number a full century, and their value, at an 
ordinary estimate, would be $300,000. Ten of 
this number, however, have a peculiar distinc- 
tion for tast time, and hence are generally kept 
in the city stables. They all make 2:20 or less, 
the sole exception being one whose time is 
2:23.The most distinguished of this equine de- 
cade is Edwin Forrest, to whom full reference 
has been made. The next is Dexter, whose age 
is now twenty. His sire was Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian, the dain being American Star, and he 
the first horse in Americas that made 
2:1744. Some think that had he been kept on 
the track he would have done still better, and, 
perhaps. made 2:14. He has been driven a 
mile, with a wagon weighing 319 pounds, in 
2:21%, a feat never before accomplished. Dex 

ter still appears young, and bids fair to hold 
out aguinst uge with any horse on the record. 


OTHER FAST ANIMALS. 

Music, a chestnut mare of sixteen hands, and 
twelve years of age, has made 2:15. She is 
ot the Hambletonian stock, and is one of its 
best representatives. Another animal of more 
striking character is Startle, whose age is also 
twelve. Ile is finely developed. He is a broth- 


er of Dexter, whose time he closely 
approaches, having made 2:19. John Tay- 
lor is nine years old, and is a thoroughbred 
horse, whose timeis 2:18%. Mosely, a bay 
mare, has been timed at 2:18%. Malice, an- 
other noted mare, isof the same stock with 
Goldsmith Maid. She is nine vears old, and 
has made 2:20. Maybirdand Maud May are 
also mares of great speed, the former havin 
made 2:18%, whilethe latter has been time 
at 2:17. Bonner owns nine other borses whose 
time, in each instance, does not exceed 2:24. 
Of this number, however, VPocavontas 
bas trottea a mile in 2:17%, while Joe 
Elliott's time ig 2:15. One reason 
why these animals are kept at the farm 
is because Bonner’s city stables only Contain 
ten stalis. These anima!s are exhibited to suen 
persons as bring a pass, but only under pecu- 
liar limitations. No visitor is allowed to give 
them auything to eat or to meddie with them 
inany way. There is a track for exercise with- 
in the precincts which is constantly in use,and 
which obviates the necessity of any other 
method. 
PERSONAL ALLUSION. 

Bonner may be mentioned as the most re 
markable horse fancier in either ancient or 
modern record. He is astout built man, with 
a square countenance, well developed fore- 
head, and an expression of energy and deter- 
mination. He was brought up in Beltast, Ire- 
land, where he learned priating, and whence 
he came hither more than thirty 
years ago. He obtained employment as a 
compositorin a daily office, and was soon 
noted tor his skill in setting up advertisements 
inashowy manner. He was very economical, 
and saved enough to buy the Ledger, which 
was then in a declining condition. In his 
hands it soon became remunerative, and event- 
ually made bim a millionaire. Less than 


ten years after purchasing the 3 
he was able to pay $10,000 or 
Lantern, which was the fastest horse 


then on the record of theturf. He also sur- 
prised the public by an offer of the same sum 
to Edward Everett in behalt of the Mount Ver- 
non fund, for an article every week during one 
year. Everett would have declined the offer 
had it been directed to his own emolument, 
but, as his friends said, he sacrificed himself to 
that great object which had enlisted his earn- 
= efforts during the last twenty years of his 
life.

Precedenee in Bagieda extends even into the 

servantsg hall and kitchen. This is manifested 
every morning. t tamily prayers all the 
house servants attend, just asthey used todo 
here in families in which that domestic discip- 
line waa kept up. A row of chairs is placed 
for them in the  breakfust-room, and 


they enter and take their seats. The bead of the 
house reads prayers and the lesson ot the day, 
or some other part of the Bible. I observed 
that the servants in each house always entered 
in the same order, the housekeeper marchinag 
at the head of the line, and tuking the seat 
farthest from the door. And it was,I am sorry 
to say, funny to see some dozen or more of 
them pound solemnly in and plump 
stolidly down upon their seat. After prayers 
are over they, of course, rise and go out. Bat 
I saw that they aid not go out in reverse or- 
der. the one nearest the door going out first, 
as woulda have been natural and convenient. 
They rose, stood in a line, and then the house- 
keeper went out first, followed by the servant 
next ber, and thenthe line doubled upon it- 
self, the file thus telling itself off, so tuat the 
oue who entered the room first left it first. 
The order of entering and leaving was the same. 
On speaking of this, I wes told with smites 
that precedence was strictly observed among 
them; that in the servants’ hall the house- 
keeper took the head ofthe table, the butler 
the foot, and that the servants, upper and un- 
der, had places assigned to them according to 
the dignity of their positions.
